In a Jeader on the subject, the North China Herald says — 

“The present posture of affairs cannot be tolerated. Any attempt to 
maintain either a diplomatic position or trading relations any longer than 
may be n to give the several Treaty Powers time to decide what 
they will do, and to send out their instructions, would be mere madness, 
Two years of forbearance carried to its utmost limits, and the exhaustion 
of all diplomatic means, bring us just to this point. | We are at a stand- 
still nearly as regards all trade, and with such insecurity to life, as makes it 
‘8 serious consideration whether political agent or merchants can longer 
vemain in a country where national flags can afford no protection. Cer- 
tainly it is very lamentable, that the same dire necessity should follow the 
trade of our commerce wherever in the East we seck to lay new foun- 
dations.” 

* Admiral Hope, long daily expected at Yedo from Hong Kong, had not 
arrived on the 26th July. Our Minister was maintaining his ground in the 
Legation with the aid of a guard of twenty-five blue-jackets from the little 
despatch boat, the Ringdove, the only British man-of-war on those waters 
for the protection of British interests. Whether any seeond and more 
desperate attack was pending no one could say. It is to be hoped the 

i arrival may yet be ia time to prevent such a calamity, and 
ritish rey tive from his perilous position. We bear 
that M. de Bellecourt, the French Chargé d’ Affaires, immediately on hear- 
ing of the attack, very generously put himself on board the Ringdove at 
Yokubama, and took with him fifteen of the crew of H.LM."s ship Dor- 
dogne, with an officer, determined to share a common danger. M. de 
Bellecourt, a few days later, went to his own Legation, where he remained 
with his guard at the latest date. Mr. Harris is also in his Legation, and 
hitherto, at least, undisturbed,” 


In another report it is affirmed that the provocation did not 
come from us at all, but from the Russians. It is said that a col- 
lision took place at the island of Tsassima three or four months 
ago, during which the palace of a great feudatory prince was 
bombarded, one of his forts taken, and many of his followers 
Killed. To avenge this outrage and defeat, hearing a great 
foreign chief was at Nagasaki, on his way to Ycdo overland, 











he instantly despatched one of his emissaries to follow him ; | 


and if he could not be slain on the way, to find the fitting in- 
struments among the Loonins—never far to seek in Yedo— 
attack the Legation, and bring his head, after massacring 
everybody in it, This version of the affair is stated to be im- 
Plicitly believed by many well-informed Japanese. 

Meanwhile, whatever the cause of the recent outrage may 
be, it is clear that the lives of our countrymen are in peril, and 
that commercial progress must be considerably impeded. The 
alarm is not confined to Yedo; the accounts from Yokuhama 
state that the Consulate at Kanagawa is turned into a regular 
stockade, with a double palisade and numerous guatd-houses 
all round it, the entrance being guarded by armed Yacunius. 





CHINA. 
PERING. 

The news conveyed to us by way of Petersburg of the death 
of the Emperor, is of course unrecorded among the intelligence 
which reaches us by this mail. The report that he was dan- 
gerously ill was, however, current at Tien-tsin. : 

The money market at Peking was ina troubled state, and 
the native bauks almost at a standstill. The heat had been 
excessive, the thermometer 106 in the shade. 

In the Peking Gaxcue Shing-pao reports a great victory 
‘having been obtained over the Rebels in Shantung, and the 
utter expulsion of them, after a severe conflict, from Chiutsien 
in the Shangtung province, where they had taken a stand. 
‘The memorialist announces the capture of 300 prisoners and 
some 700 munitions of war, and the number of slain on the 
side of the Rebels he states to be difficult to estimate. Hsi-ling- 
ab, another of the Shantung heroes, whose name we often hear, 
narrates in a memorialthe slanghterof anumber of rebels, and the 
attack and destruction of Tién-chia-chuang, a place to the south- 
west of the province of Tung-chang, where the Rebels had for- 
tified themselves. Ts¢ng-kuo-fan, it is said, has likewise suc- 
ceeded in the recapture of another place in the An-hui pro- 
vince, called Chih-kang-ling. Three hundred of the Rebels gare 
themselves up, and 2,800 were captured, but the whole without 
distinction were decapitated. 

A correspondent writes us :—“ Prince Kung says he has no 
Knowledge of any American treaty; he only kuows, or has 
heard, of an American who was received at Peking to render 
tribute, but there is no official record of a treaty. The Prus- 
siaus have becn positively and definitely refused a separate 
treaty.” 

The festival of Corpus Christi has been celebrated with great 
pomp in the Roman Catholic cathedral, after which a proces- 
sion paraded the strects, In this procession four maudaring 





of the yellow button, who have been converted to Roman 

Catholicism, held the cords of the canopy, and the diplomatic 

body was represented by several secretaries and attachés. 
TIEN-TRIN. 

The latest date from this port is the 10th Aug. Much sick- 
nese, chiefly fever and dysentery, prevailed among the troops, 
and there were sad complaints of commissariat mism: 
ment. The heat was excessive; the thermometer standing at 
110 in the shade. Several of the mercantile firms were com- 
mencing to build permanent residences. 

It is stated that the following military movements will 
shortly be made;—The 60th Rifles and Military Train 
go to England; one battery of Artillery and Fane's 
Horse go to Calcutta. The garrison will then consist of the 
67th, Bist, and one battery of Artillery, and that is likely to 
be further reduced by the removal of a wing of one of the 
regiments to Shanghai ; it is not certain which regiment will 
contribute a wing. 

An interesting report”has been published of the hospital 
established at this port at the beginning of the year for the 
treatment of sick children. The wish is expressed that it may 
ultimately be employed as a Medical Missionary Hospital. 

THE YANG-TSE-KIANG, 

The news from the Great River is confined to the fact that. 
trade at Hankow is improving, imports being more easily dis- 
posed of, but only in barter for China produce, excepting tea, 
which could only be bought with money, with few exceptions. 
‘There has been no fresh movement on the part of the Rebels. 
Mr. Consul Medhurst has issued a notification warning British 
subjects against the slightest breach of neutrality, and referring 
to the Manila having, some time ago, drawn upon herself the 
fire of the Imperialists while engaged in landing « passenger 
at ’Ngan-ching. The Consul cannot afford protection to vessels. 
so attacked, and he warns all against the danger they incur by 
any such breach of neutrality. 

The advices from Newchang contain no news of any import- 
ance. Trade had scarcely recovered from the effects produced 
by some forced sales of manufatcured goods, The local con- 
sumption could be but small, but if the export of native pro- 
duce in foreign bottoms can be accomplished, there is little 
doubt that large quantities of goods will be taken in exchange 
for the produce of the country. 

CHEFOO. 

The prospects of this port are stated to be extremely pro- 
mising. It possesses an excellent harbour, and the country all 
around it is of the most beautiful description, only to be sur- 
passed by some of the best Japanese scenery. The climate is plea- 
sant and healthy, and the place altogether has exceeded the 
highest expectations that were formed regarding it, 


SHANGHAT. 

Considerable complaints are made of the unhealthy state of 
that portion of the settlement which is inhabited by the 
Chinese, and the fault is laid at the door of the Municipal 
Council. 

On the 8th August, the case was tried between the master 
and owners of the 2ose and His Excellency Woo, the Superinten- 
dent of Customs. The charge preferred by the latter was that, 
they had carried on an unlawful and clandestine trade on the river 
Yang-tse in defiance of the Treaty of Tien-tsin and the provincial 
regulations for British trade on that river. The facts as stated by 
Mr. Cowie, who appeared for the plaintiff, were as follows :— 
On or about the 10th of July the Hose went up the river and 
anchored off Sai-gon-vin, a town situated on the Yang-tse, at 
the entrance of a ereek leading to Sin-yu-mion, and at a dis— 
tance of about twenty miles this side of Chin-kiang Tho 
steamer Plato and the schooner Halcyon, two of H.LM.’s re- 
venue cruisers, were also at anchor off Sai-gon-yin. On the 
23rd July the compradore of the Rose came down the creek 
from Sin-yu-mion in a native boat, and went outside into 
the main river without stopping at the native Custom- 
house, and proceeded down the river at @ distance 
of quite five miles below Sai-gon-yin. The fos, which had 
been at anchor at this last-mentioned place since her arrival om 
the 10th, then commenced getting up her anchor, and the 
Customs’ officer in charge of the beforemnentioned cruisers, 
having had his suspicions aroused immediately sent off a tide- 
waiter to board the Rose, and accompany her wherever she 
went, She set sail and dropped down the river alongside the 
native boat, from which she received several cases of treasure 
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and bags of rice, and also sundry smaller packages. She then 
proceeded about two miles further down the river, and there 
received on board eight chests of tea, and would, it was be- 
Tiewed, have received more, had it not been for certain mis- 
givings supposed to have been entertained by the master, as 
‘to his being watched by thetidewaiter on board. Having left 
his compradore at this place the master then brought the Ros 
on direct to Shanghai. 

Mr. Whittall, for the defendants, after entering minutely into 
the details of the case, maintained in the first place that the 
trading of the boat was with the eanction of the authorities ; in 
the second piace that there was no breach of regulations, as the 
evidence showed that she went to no port; but what she re- 
ceived she received outside, and, finally, that as the regulations 
of the Yang-tsze had not been confirmed by the British Minis- 
ter, the Chinese authorities had no ‘right to fine a British sub- 
ject, or ship, under them. 

The following was the sentence of the Court :—“That, first, 
the fact of trading between Chin-kiang and Shanghai is proven, 
but that the act having been encouraged by the sction of the 
Chinese authorities on previous visits of the Ross to the same 
locality, and by the undecided action of the same authorities 
when the breach of tresty complained of was committed, any 
penalty imposed should be a mitigated one. That, second, 
any penalty imposable for breach of the Yang-tsze regulations 
cannot be awarded, save under reference to H.M.’s Minister, as 
the 4th Article of the Order in Council, of 13th day of June, 
1853, provides that no penalty may be imposed on regulations 
made by H.M’s Consuls, save under certain conditions which 
have not been fulfilled in regard to the Yang-tse-kiang regula- 
tions, And, third, that the defendants are not punishable 
ander the 47th Art. of the Tien-tsin Treaty, as the visit of the 
Rose to Sin-yu-miou for trading purposes was warranted by the 
encouragement given by the Chinese authorities and by prece- 
dente established by themselves on other parts of the coast.” 

Mr. Medburst has issued a circular at the request of the 
chairman of the Hong Kong Committee for the London Na- 
tional Exhibition of 1863, to notify to the foreign community, 
that, in the event of no local committee having been esta- 
blished for representing the port of Shanghai, the Hong Kong 
Committee will be glad to render every assistance to intending 
contributors, as the contributions from Hong Kong will consist 
mainly of Chinese material. 

With reference to the heat of the weather, a correspondent 
of the North China Herald writes :—“ The present summer is 
undoubtedly one of the hottest experienced in Shanghai during 
the past seven years; yet the highest I have registered after 
most careful observation is 90} on July 15, and 91 on July 
24, This is so far satisfactory that I coincide with you in 
making these two days the hottest of the season, you giving 
max. 952 and 95} respectively ; but the difference is still con- 
siderable, and I would, with all deference, submit to yourself 
and others who observe the temperature here that to give 
correct data it is equally necessary to protect a thermometer 
thoroughly against the radiation from the rays of the sun and 
from anything that has become heated by the sun shining 
upon it, as it is from the direct rays.” In reply to this state- 
ment, the editor maintains the correctness of his observations, 
and adds that the quicksilver in his thermometer cannot be 
affected by any extraneous influence. 

A scheme for lighting Shanghai with gas is under cov- 
sideration, A daily newspaper is about to be published, en- 
titled The Skanghat Daily Times. 

We do not hear a word by this mail of the advauce of the 
Rebels on Shanghai, so we may hope that the apprehension 
which existed has passed away. 

AMOY AND FOO-CHOW-FOO. 

From neither of these ports is there any news of special 
interest to record. There, as elsewhere, the excessive heat of 
the weather is the main subject of remark. 


HONG KONG, 


‘The working of the Chinese Customs is still oocupying the 
attention of the Chamber of Commerce, and at a meeting held 
on the 15th August it was resolved that » memorial should be 
drawn up on the subject and sent to Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, that a copy of the memorial should, at the same time, 
‘be sent to Peking for the information of Mr, Bruce ; and that 
the committee should be empowered to correspond with the 





various commercial associations in England and America, me- 
morialising them, and requesting their hearty co-operation, It 
was also resolved to invite members of the Chamber, and 
others, to furnish any statements they could make as to the 
injurious working of the new Treaty. 

On this subject the China Mail writes as follows :-— 


“ Our merchants complain uf various grievances, which they allege - 
cannot be justified either by the spirit or the'letter of the Tien-tain Treaty, 
‘These grievances they suffer—under protest—at the hands of the collec- 
tors of Chinese Customs, foreign and mative. They consist of dues never 
levied before, and, as theyfaffirm, quite unleryable now. For example, 
they are now charged transit dues at the place of exportation, altogether 
irrespective of whence the goods have been brought; or, in other words, 
without regard to the fact whether the goods pi to be exported 
have travelled a mile or five hondred miles. More than this, they are 
charged the two-and-a-half per ceat. ad valorem duty oa goods purchesed 
interior by @ native, and brought to the seaport after payment of all the 
inland-transit charges. Now this two-and-a-half ad valorem duty is only 
recognised in the Treaty as a commutation that will free all from 
every inland-transit charge, but itis now being levied even in face of 
receipts produced showing that every inland-transit has been paid. 
It is therefore round what may be called the commutation-half-duties 
that a part of the present battle must rage. Can anything be shewn in 
the ‘Treaty to prove that auch duties are applicable to goods purchased. 
by a foreigner from a native at a Treaty port? We think not, though. 
Messrs. Lindsay and Co. have had to py this duty in such circumstances, 
But this is not the chief grievance, bad as it appears. It isin the matter 
of re-exports that a new, unwarranted annoyance has suddenly sprung up. 
A British merchant exports a cargo of Chinese produce from Ningpo and 
pays the export charges on it. He takes it to Shanghai, with a view to 
thence shipping it to England: be pays on it, most absurdly, an import 
duty at Shanghai, and another export slay when it leaves for England, 
This, which has been Messrs. Fletcher and Co.'s case, is the effect of a 
late order to discontinue all drawbacks, and to grant no more exemption 
certificates. If Article 45 of the Treaty is thus to be read, them that 
Article's existence is much to be regretted. Perhaps Mr. Bruce has his 
instructions from bome to strain every clause of the Treaty in favour of 
the Chinese, so that the indemnity-tnoney will come out of the merchants” 

kets, in whose behalf, more or less, every Chinese war has been made, 

fe cannot suppose these things are being done by Mr. Bruce on his 
‘own responsibility—he would not act 90 without a full warrant. If they 
are done on the other hand, without his knowledge or sanction, it is full 
time that the representative of England should interfere. But the dis- 
agreeable suspicion remains, that the words of the Treaty can be twisted into 
sanctioning all these thinge ; for, in reference to the double. payment of 
duty just alluded to, Consul Medhurst says, in reply to a strong remon- 
strance, that though the Treaty is in principle opposed to a double pay- 
ment of duty on Chinese goods carried from one port to another, yet theve 
is nothing specified in the ‘Treaty on which he can base his application to. 
the Superintendent of Customs for redress of the grievance.” 

The monument which has been placed in the cemetery in- 
memory of the Royal Marines, contains the following inscrip. 
tion :—“ In memory of the officers, non-commissioned officers, 
buglers, and privates of the Brigade of Royal Marines (Light 
Infantry); and the non-commissioned officers, buglers, and 
gunners of the battery of Royal Marine Artillery, who fell in. 
the execution of their duty in China during the years 1857, 
1858, 1859, and 1860. Erected by their comrades.” On the 
rear slab the services of the brigade are recorded, from the 
taking of Canton in December, 1857, with the various expedi- 
tious in the neighbourhood, the Taku Forts in 1869, the de- 
fence of Shanghai, and the campaignjin the North, which ended 
in the Treaty of Peking. 

The Friead of China writes in strong language on the state 
of Victoria Gaol, and lays the blame of its condition on Sir 
Hercules Robinson. From a long article we extract the fol- 
lowing paragraphs, without, however, giving any judgment 
upon them :— 

“The intermal economy of the Hong Kong Gol! ‘Thre is no in- 
ternal economy! It is aden in which men are dealt with as beast, as 
members of the brute creation! There is no attempt at reform—no en- 
deavour at reason—and, for some reason or other, the prisoners shun the 
established pastor of the gaol as they would an enemy. ree 

« As regards the rations to the Chinese, more deliberate intention to 
keep the poor wretches low can hardly be conceived. The rice is taken 
from the galley in tubs, and shovelled into tin dishes, a dish for each man, 
which is then piled so that the food shall get cold. Nor even of that do 
they get the weight for which the public pay, though what becomes of. 
the residue we cannot tell.” 

A Government notification states"thnt, at the request of the 
Acting Consul General for Spain in China, Ramon Moran, Esq., 
is recognised as Acting Consul during the temporary absence 
of José de Aguilar, Esq., from this colony. 

It appears that our expectation of a compromise of the 
action brought by Mr. Moss against Mr. Alcock, our Minister in 
Japan bas not yet been realisod. Mr. Moss is at Hong Kong, 
‘and we understand the case is entered for trial at the Supreme 
Court in November. 
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CANTON, 

The heat of the weather forms one of the main topics in the 
news from Canton, which by this mail is of the most trifling 
description. A complaint is made of the troops being marched 
to divine service in the heat of the midday sun, and the writer 
adds, Canton is in the same position as Calcutta ; there is not 
during summer a shade of difference between the actual amount 
-of heat in the two places, and it is deemed by old Indians more 
-oppressive if anything in China than in India,’ while it is a 
ematter of fact that the direct rays of the sun are far more 
dangerous. 
Besides the great injury to the rico crops in the districts 
around Canton, the silk yield for the year, owing to the rains, is 
also likely to be very small. Not that the worms have died in 
quantity ; but they cannot get enough leaves to feed on, and, 
a8 @ consequence, give but a poor supply of floss to their 
owners, 

‘The fete of Napoleon was celebrated by an immense expondi- 

ture of gunpowder. There were two salutes in the morning, 
three at high noon, and two again at night. The day was de- 
voted to feasting and Chinese Crackers, and night was remark- 
ably gay with divers illuminations. 
{The Customs’ service in Canton has lost a promising young 
officer of the name of Woodworth. He had been directed to 
proceed in the Cumfa on an expedition, and was stepping on 
to the gangway of one of the chops, when his foot slipped and 
‘he fell into the river, from which he never rose alive. The son 
-of an English clergyman, and of excellent deportment, he had 
obtained such speedy promotion that he wrote home for his 
wife and child to join him here. ‘The body was found the day 
after off Dutch Folly; the Chinese who picked it up taking 
away rings, watch chain, &., before the corpse reached the | 
Customs’ chop. 





COCHIN CHINA. 

News of an unsatisfactory nature has been received from 
Cochin China. M. Lavassier de Lavergne, the chief of the staff 
of Admiral Bonard, commanding the forces in that country, has 
been recalled from Toulon, where he was to have re-embarked 
for his post. His recall is attributed to an intention of organis- 
ing an expeditionary force of 5,000 to penetrate to Hué, the 
capital of Cochin China, a measure without which it is not 
thought possible to place relations with that country on a 
satisfactory footing. 


JAVA, 

°F Advices from Batavia are to the Ist Sept. Very heavy 
rains continued to fall in all parts of Java, causing the rivers to 
overflow their banks and producing much injury to the roads 
and bridges, while the crops were seriously damaged. This will 
no doubt be productive of great distress, especially in those 
parts of the island which suffered so severely from the inunda- 
tions a few months previously. 

The same unfavourable weather seems to provail im many of 
the dependencies. In the island of Banka, throughout the 
months of June and July, heavy rains fell with very few inter- 
vals, accompanied by strong variable winds. The health of 
the inhabitants generally was not much affected by this un- 
seasonable weather, but amongst the convicts, especially those 
who had recently arrived from Java, much sickness occurred, and 
not less than 17 died during the month of July. The effect of this 
weather upon the crops was very bad. Everywhere in the nut- 
meg parks the ground was covered with half-ripe fruit which 
had been detached from the trees by the rain and night-cold. 
Hundreds of trees which bore heavy crops have thus been com- 
pletely stripped, and much of the fruit gathered in July is sur- 
rounded by thin mace, while the nuts are so watery and possess 
80 litle kernel that when dried they will only belong to the 
lowest class. The expectations of a more than usually produc- 
tive crop for 1861, which was predicted from the appearance of 
the treesin the beginning of the year, are thus disappoiuted, 
and unless a very speedy change of weather occurred the crop 
on the contrary would be very deficient, Many trees, in bear- 
ing and otherwise, had been rooted up by the rains and land- 
slips.

MALACCA STRAITS, 

The Singapore Froe Press states, “Several statements have 
lately appeared in our columns on the subject of an alleged 
misunderstanding between the Government of Siam and its 
feudatory, the Sultan of Tranganu. These statements were 
made upon what we considered good authority, but we havo 
now reason to believe that they were erroneous.” 

The great quantity of sea-damaged goods sent to auction of 
late, has again directed attention to the causes which produce a 
state of things go injurious to the market for sound goods and 
entail such heavy losses upon the underwriters. 

The American steamer Hankow, Waptain Sands, arrived at 
Singapore on the 22nd of August, having left New York on the 
13th of May last, calling at the Cape of Good Hope and Man- 
ritius, and sailed for China on the 24th. 

Her Majesty's steamer Charybdis, Hon. Capt. Keane, sailed 
for China on the 4th August. 

His Imperial Majesty's steamer Ze Rhin, Mons. Aignier; from 
Saigon the 17th ultimo, arrived here on the evoning of the 23rd, 
en route for Aden. 

His Imperial Majesty's steamer Rhin, M. Aiguier, sailed for 
France via Suez on the 31st August. 

On the 10th July, the English vessel Commodore, Captain 
Ross, with cargo of tea bound to Australis, struck on a reef 
at the entrance to the bay of Keyeli (island of Buroy, but on 
the following morning floated off at high water. 

Much of the prosperity of Penang was owing, in days gono by, 
to the cultivation of the nutmeg. This plant is now affected by 
a disease for which no remedy has been discovered, and the 
cultivation of it is no longer remunerative. Accordingly many 
owners of nutmeg plantations are therefore turning their atten- 
tion to the culture of cocoa-nuts and betel-nuts, planting them 
wherever the nutmeg trees have perished. An effort is also being 
made to cultivate cinchona. The Penang Argus asks why tea 
should not flourish upon the hills, and evidently thinks it worth 
while that some experiment should be made for turning them 
to some profitable account. The same paper also points out 
thet cotton might be cultivated with advantage in Penang. 

A grand cricket match came off last month between the 
military and'civilians; the latter had proved most successful 
by the latest accounts, bit the game was not completed. ~

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA—EXPORTS. 


SwanGHAL—TEA.—Black: The arrivals from Hankow during the 
fortnight are variously estimated, but about 11,900 chests seems to be 
correct ; of these 2,470 chests have been skipped by their owners, while 
6,900 chests have been placed on the market and have realised full prices, 
say 28} to $1 tacls for fair Oonahms and second class Oopacks, and 344 
‘tacls for one parcel of rather superior quality. New Fl, Pekoes have been 
taken to the extent of 2,200 chests at from 97 to 41 taels; the quality of 
some is good, and priose not unreasonable. The total settlements to date 
of all kinds of Black teas, and including Hankow purchases shipped from 
this port up to the t time, are’ about 35,800 chests, against 5,950 
chests at corresponding period last season. Stocks: 3,000 chests Uo- 
nahms and Oopacks ; 1,200 chests Hoochows; 1,500 chests Old Common 
sorts; 600 chests New, and 300 chests Old Flowery Pekoes. Greens: 
‘There has been but a moderate business in: these kinds, and the vexed 
spenion ot duties still remaining unsettled, shipments from Ningpo to 
this port are at present suspended, the stocks at the former place now 
reaching 12,000 half-chests. The settlement is quoted of 7,900 half

way, when a few buyers came in, making considerable settlements, 
which, if they do not actually show an advance on some—the better

and the Continent, and some for India by Parsees. The total arrivals

‘Tue CHINESE IN AvsTRALtA.— The anti-Chinese riots at Burrangon, 
re all over. Great threats were held out that any attempt to appretend 
rioters would lead to a most formidable collision, and telegraphic messages 
were forwarded to town speaking of preparations made to organise re- 
sistance; but the Government very properly disregarded all these threats, 
and the opposition vanished altogether on the appearance of the military 
force. Many of the worst characters on the goldfield had taken time by the 
torelock and beat a retreat. Several person: have been apprehen led and 
‘committed for trial, but they are mostly but secondary actors, and in some 
cases the evidence only goes to show that they were pleased spectators of the 
outrages on the Chinese. A reward of £100 each has been offered for the 
three known ringleaders, but their escape has beew facilitated by their friends. 
And, as certain classes have almost unchecked control over the course of 
legislation, it is inevitable that an Act will be pawed prohibiting immigra. 
tion into the colony. _ It has been urged that such an Act will be at vari- 
ance with the spirit of the Treaty our countrymen have recently extorted 
from the Emperor of China, by which teaty not only is free ingress to 
that country claimed, but also free egress for the Chinese population. 
But to this it is replied—frst, that our legislation is not contrary to the 
Treaty, inasmuch as the compulsory removal of the restrictions o . Chinese 
emigration was only intended for the behoof of -uch of our colonies as 
might need the chesp labour, and does not imply that tho-s colonies that 
are averse to receiving Celestial visitors should keep their doors open 
to them; and. secondly, if it is contrary to the Treaty, it does 
not matter, inasmuch as we are to legislate for ourvelves, irrespec- 
tive of any Imperial negotiations, as to which we are not consulted. 
Some of tie more ardent of our democrats, especially those who sigh for 
separation and a republic, rather like the idea of a cullision between Im- 
perial and Colonial policy, as tending to justify and precipitate independ- 
ence, The motive is not openly avowed, but it is not ditficult to trace its 
secret action. But whether or not there may be anything in the language 
of the Treaty that would compel Her Majesty to disallow our anti-Chinese 
legislation, it cannot be denied that our treatment of them contrasts with 
the policy we have forced on them—and contrasts in a way that is not 
altogether to our credi 

Disastrous Risinc oF THE Nite.—Srorrace or THE Ratt~ 
WAY.—On the night of the Ist instant the waters broke through 
from a canal on the western side of the river, which is near the 
railway. The latter has been destroyed, telexraph posts and wires 
torn up and washed away, and some ten miles, at least, of country laid 
under water. A goods train that was sent up with an enginver and plate- 
layers pulled up for a moment at a place where the regular passenger 
train had just passed before them. The embankinent immediately began 
to give way from under them, and the carriages sink down into the water. 
The men took refuge upon the roofs, but after a while found that both 
before and behind them the earthem embankment had entirely melted 
away from under the rails. ‘They had to adopt the only means for saving 
themselves that offered—to drag themselves through the water along 
the rails, their only guide in the darkness that had set in, uotl 
they reached dry land, in a state of utter exhaustion and 
some among them having been on the point of lettmg go 
their hold and of resigning themselves to what se:med an inevi- 
table fate. Intelligence came from the Delta of similar damage 
to the railway from Kafr Zayat towards Benha, which has likewise become 
impassable, and in several parts is altogether di ed. Steamers have 
been collected for the transit of the outward Calcutta mails and passengers. 
‘The passengers will be conveyed by rail from the landing-place to Kafr 
Damar, the first station beyond Alerandria, and thence by way of the 
canal and Nile to Boulac. It is calculated that at least two or three 
months will be required to repair the damages to the railway, and to admit 
of a resumption of the traffic. The expense which this alone will inflict 
upon the Government amid its other losses, all which it can so ill afford 
may easily be conjectured, ag 

Deranture oF THE Sramese Anassapons.—Advices from Civita 
Vecchia, of the 9th inst., announce that the Siamese Ambassadors em- 
embarked from that port on the preceding day on board the Asmodée.

FRANCE. 

The Siamese Ambass:” 1's sailed from Marseilles on the 28th 
ult, in the steam-fri; 1smodée, on their return home, via 
Suez. The Ambass: iaving expressed their wish to pay 
homage to His Hu: the Pope, the commender of the 
Asmodée received ori... to touch at Civita Vecchia, The 
following details have been published relative to the departure 
of the Siamese Ambassadors from Paris :— 

“As the time for their departure approached the Siamese Ambassadors 
became very sad, and manifested their sorrow at quiting Pranee, and 
when the moment for their taking leave arrived their tears fell in torrents. 
Previous to quitting the hotel the three ambassadors assembled their ser- 
vants. They reminded them of the excellent reception they had met 
with, and they remarked that they ought to feel grateful for having been 
selected forthe journey to France, where they had witnessed so many 
wonderful sights, and that they owed a heavy debt of gratitude to the Em- 
peror and Empres: of the French for their Majesties’ magnificent recep- 
tion, ‘The ambastadors having expressed their regret at not being able t » 
present their last homage to their [mperial Majesties, resolved to compen- 
‘tate for it as much as lay in their power, They thenordered their attend- 
ants to light ten wax candles they brought from Siam, and which are used 
in that country for religious ceremonies. Turning to the south, in which 
direction they were told their Majesties were at that moment, they touched 
the ground three times with their foreheads, saying at each time that they 
humbly took leave of the Imperial family, and they placed themselves 
under their lacky auspices to perform a gond joumey and to be for erer 
happy. After that ceremony, when they quitted the hotel, the ambassadors 
and their attendants several times repeated,‘ Vive ?Empereur! Vive 
Umperatrice! Vive la France!” 

At the reception of the Ambassadors by the Pope, the 
former, in a specch addressed to His Holiness through an inter- 
preter, said that they had been sent by their Sovereign to ex- 
press his veneration for the head of the religion which was 
preached in Siam by zealous missionaries, and to assure His 
Holiness that the Catholic religion would always be protected 
in that country. The Pope in his reply desired the Ambassa- 
dors to thank their Sovereign for the protection he had granted 
to the Catholics in Siam, where he was happy to learn the 
missions were making progress. The Ambassadors then offered 
the presents which had been sent to His Holiness by the King 
‘of Siam. 

‘A letter from Saigon, in the Moniteur de UArmée, says :— 

“An affecting ceremony took place here on the Srd of August. A 
-eommission named for the purpose, and accompanied by the clergy of the 
‘new cathedral of Saigon, proceeded to the tomb of the Bit of Adran, 
a short distance from the town, and took sion of it in the name of 
France. is tomb was erected in 1799, in memory of the illustrious 
French missionary, by his friend, the Emperor Gia Leongs, whom he as- 
sisted to recover the throne of his ancestors. The monument is in the 
form of a pagoda, and stands in an enclosure walled round and planted 
with trees. In conformity with the Emperor's orders, this tomb hence- 
forth becomes national property, and will be kept in repair by the State. 
The Bishop of Adran was one of the men who have conierred most 
honour on France, religion, and humanity.” 

The Patrie affirms that the latest accounts from Yedo prove 
that the Japanese Government had nothing whatever to do with 
the barbarous attack on the Engiish Legation, and that it was 
caused entirely by private animosity. The Japanese Govern- 
meut, adds the Patrie, was engaged in looking after the criminals, 
and had captured three, 

The same journal announces that the Chinese Government 
having refused to allow a Prussian representative to reside in 
Peking, the French Minister will be intrusted with the charge of 
Prussian interests in China, 

Galignani reports that in the steam-frigate Labrador which 
lately arrived at Toulon with troops from China, was a 
native of that country with four or five thousand young fish, 
of the eorts most highly prized in China, which were taken in 
the ponds of the Celestial Emperor, and have been brought over 
for the Government, to sce if they can be acclimatised in 
France, Tho fish are contained in three large jars, and, sin- 
gular to relate, not one deathoccurred among them in the long 
voyage of 6,000 leagues, 

‘The Russian navy (says the Paye) has sustained a severe loss 
on the coast of Japan, that of the Swellana, lino-of-battle ship, 
100 guns and 800 men, All the crew are said to have perished. 

A letter from Toulon states that the steamer Canada is 
under orders to convey ten officers and 1,200 men to Algiers. 
Thence she will proceed to Aloxandria with a battalion of 
Turcos, who have volunteered to serve in Cochin China, They 
are to be despatched from Alexandria to Suez by railway. 

It is stated that M. de Montigney is about to be sent on a 
mission to Siam, 




















It is reported in diplomatic cirdes that the Russian Govern- 
ment has addressed an energetic note to the Sublime Porte on 
the subject of its projected attack on the Prince of Montenegro, 
and that the Emperor of Russia had resolved to send a squadron 
to cruise off the mouth of the harbour of Cattaro. A letter 
published in the Russian journal, the Amoor, states, that on the 
13th of June a caravau of Russian merchants had arrived at 
Tiagne-Tzine. It had left a town called Toune-Tjoou, about 
twenty versts from Pekin, embarking in three boats under the 
Russian flag. The Muscovite traders appear to have found that 
some English speculators had anticipated them. The Russian 
report describes the town of Tiagne-Tzine as populous, and the 
inhabitants actively engaged in traffic with English merchants. 
The latter had opened about a dozen establishments, well sup- 
plied with European goods, but at very high prices. The 
Chinese shops are principally stocked with English cotton stuffs, 
manufactured to suit the Chinese market. The Russians were 
waiting for the arrival of Chinese goods, of which the town con- 
tained but a small quantity, and had consequently done a very 
limited amount of business.

' The only article that shows a retrograde or increasing duty 
is that of musical instruments, which are vow duty free if of 
Dutch manufacture, and pay 6 per cent. if of foreign make, 
whilst for some reason or other a duty of 3 per cent. is to be 
immediately laid on the former, increasing gradually to 6 per 
cent. In the same manner, the present duty of 6 per cent. on 
those of foreign make is not ouly to be retained, but annually 
increased till it reaches nine, or one-half more than what it 
now is, 

For the rest, your readers will perceive that on some articles 
the duty is to be abolished altogether (books, machinery, 
physical and surgical instruments, and copper, lead, and iron) ; 
in other cases articles hitherto prohibited are permitted to be 
imported, as gunpowder, firearms, and salt, whilst in most 
others the duty is to be successively reduced year by year till 
it reaches one half of the present rates. And, lastly, in some 
instances the protective or differential duty between goods of 
Dutch origin and those of other countries is dropped, and the 
duty equalised for all nations (machinery, copper manufactured 
goods, cordage, and spelter). The greatest reduction appears to 
be on brandy, rum, and liqueurs. 

With regard to the export duties, the proposed tariff is very 
short, for the general principle is that all exports are duty-free, 
only the following articles forming an exception to the rule :—

The King’s visit to the Emperor of the French at Com- 
piegne, naturally causes a vast deal of conversation, mixed 
with surmises of political combinations, it is on the whole 
generally believed to be nothiug more than a visit of courtesy. 
His Majesty takes no statesmen or diplomatists with him, but 
will only be accompanied by two of his aides-de-camp, viz, 
Baron Snouckaert vau Schauburg and Baron van der Capelle. 
In the Second Chamber of the States General, the Minister of 
Finance has presented the Budget of the State for the year 
1862. The expenditure is estimated at 86 millions of florins, 
the receipts at 61 millions, without reckoning the surplus 
revenue from theEast Indian colonies and possessions, which will 
‘be five millions less than the sum anticipated, owing to the falling 
off in the production of coffee, sugar, tin, aud other articles, but 
notwithstanding this deficiency, the total surplus of the budget 
will be more than 3,700,000 florine, supposing that the ten 
millions voted for the extension of railroads are provided for 
elsewhere. Should this, however, not be the case, there will 
then be a deticiency of 6,300,000 florins, but which will be 
abundantly covered by the available surplus of former years, 
amounting to seventeen millions, so that in the worst case there 
will still be a general surplus of ten millions and a half at the 
disposul of the nation. Notwithstanding the difference exhibited 
between the figures of the estimated revenue and expenditure, 
the minister described the position and resources of the country 
as encouraging, and on the whole, fuvourable, laying stress on 
the fact of the increasing amount of the taxes received.

After the Government had wavered a long time as to the 
recognition of Victor Emmanuel as King of Italy, the question 
was supposed to be finally settled in the affirmative, as men- 
tioned in a former letter. It now appears, however, that the 
ministers have uot the courage to defend their conduct with re- 
gard to that act. It made a great sensation, and was commented 
on by the Opposition, that in the King’s speech, on the late open- 
ing of the States General, not a word was said about Italy. A 
Member of the First Chamber on the debate on the Address to 
the Throne had the boldness to express his astonishment at this 
omission, and that the recognition of Italy had not been formally 
announced by the Oficial Gazette, proposing as an amendment 
to the third paragraph of the address to add the following 
words ; “ We sincerely hope that the recognition of the king- 
dom of Italy will tend to improve our relations with foreign 
States generally”’ The Minister for Foreign Affairs explained 
that on the receipt of the communication from Turin in April 
last, that Victor Emmanuel had with tho consent of his parlia- 
ment taken the name and title of King of Italy, the Netherlands 
Government, after due deliberation, had resolved to recognise 
him by that title. The amendment, he continued, specially 
mentioned the “ Kingdom of Italy,” whilst the measure of the 
government only applicd to the alteration of the title, and 
therefore it was considered superfluous to promulgate it officially. 
The non-introduction of the subject into the Royal Speech the 
Minister confessed to be purposely done, in order to avoid giving 
rise to the discussion of a subject which would be received with 
enthusiasm by some but with feclings of discontent by others. 
It was thought the Ministers might be charged with throwing a 
lighted torch into the legislature engendering religious dis- 
sensions, and this fear alone prevented them from introducing 
the topic in the Speech, as they most earnestly desired not to 
disturb the unanimity and mutual good feeling happily existing 
between the Government and the Legislature. He therefore 
opposed the amendment, and requested the hon, Member to 
withdraw it as highly objectionable, which was acceded to, and 
the original reading of the paragraph passed without further dis- 
cussion. From thie we gather that Hollaud has not recognised 
the existence of the Kingdom of Italy, but only the title of 
Victor Emmanuel as “ King of Italy,” just as he claims the un- 
meaning title of “ King of Jerusalem.” 

At a combined meeting of the Directors and Royal Commis- 
sioners of the Netherlands Trading Company, held in this city 
last week, it was unanimously agreed to present the names of 
the three undermentioned gentlemen for the King’s selection,. 
in virtue of Art. XXXILI. of the company’s bye-laws, as manag- 
ing dircetor of the said company, in the room of Mr. D. Goud- 
swaard, who has received the Royal permission to retire from. 
that honourable post at the end of this year. The three gen- 
tlemen are Mr. G. Obreen, Mr. D. de Clercq, and Mr. H. J. 
Knottenbelt. In connection with the above, I may here add 
that the King’s selection for the appointment has fallen on the 
first named gentleman, Mr. G. Obrcen, who is a merchant at 
Rotterdam, aud member of the Municipal Council, as well as 
president of the Chamber of Commerce and Manufactures in 
that city. Mr. Obreen will enter on the duties of his new 
office on the 1st of January next. 

An address numerously signed by the principal shipowners 
of this city has been sent in to the Colonial Minister, complaining 
of the undue preference given to vessels belonging to Rotterdam 
in being chartered for the conveyance of troops and officers to 
Netherlands India. It sets forth that since the beginning of 
this year the Government chartered for the above purpose three 
vessels belonging to Amsterdam, six to Rotterdam, and one to 
Dordrecht ; whilst during the same period passage for forty- 
two officers was engaged in five Rotterdam vessels, and only 
one owned here, which last vessel, moreover, took out only two 
officers. It has been stated that the selection made is not 
arbitrary, but that in general the Rotterdam vessels are found 
to be better adapted for the conveyance of troops ; but as no 
particulars are known of the requirements for accommodation, 
space, light, and ventilation, the signers of the address respect- 
fully urge the Colonial Minister to give orders to the company 
to publish for general information the ecnditions demanded and 
extent of accopimodation required ; and, further, to take the 
needful steps that in the selection of vessels tendered for the 
conveyance of troops and officers to Netherlands India vessels 
belonging to Amsterdam and Rotterdam may be chartered 
alternately. 


Another new first-class war steamer, called the Zoumann, 
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‘was successfully launched last week, at the Royal dockyard in 
this city, and is to be immediately fitted out for active service. 

Despatches were received by the Naval Department from the 
Cape of Good Hope announcing the safe arrival in Simon’s Bay 
of H.N.M. steamer Amsterdam, Captain-Lieutenant J. P. G. 
Muller, from this country to Batavia. She proceeded on her 
‘voyage on the ith of August. All well on board. 

The steamers Sindoro and Bromo sailed for India on the Ist 
inst., as previously arranged ; the former from Vliessingen and 
the latter from Helvoetsluys. Mails were made up at the 
Post-office for both vessels. 

Mr, J. C. van Lannoy, resident of Bantam, has, at his own 
request, received permission to retire from the service, with the 
right of claiming a pension for his long and meritorious ser- 
vices to the State. 

Captain-Lieutenant F. R. Toewater, R.N., has been attached 
to the Staff of Rear-Admiral May, the new Commander-in- 
chief of the naval forces in Netherlands India, in the quality 
of head of the newly created “Department of the Naval 
Personnel.” 

Mr W. K. L. van Hogendorp is confirmed as Assistant- 
Resident of Krawang. 

Accounts have been received here from Alexandria announe- 
ing the safe arrival in that port on the 13th ult. of the new 
Governor-General of Netherlands India, Baron Sloet van de 
Beele. His Excellency was received on landing by Mr. Ruys- 
senaers, the Netherlands Consul-General, and after a brief stay 
in that city proceeded to Suez, where he embarked by the mail 
steamer to Ceylon and Singapore, at which latter port he will 
find a Dutch ship-of-war waiting to convey him to Batavia, 
At Alexandria the Pasha of Egypt had placed a vice-regal 
equipage at the disposal of His Excellency, an act of delicate 
courtesy towards the distinguished traveller. 

Last week a large number of gentlemen connected with 
Netherlands India presented Mynheer van Hoevell, on the occa- 
sion of the twenty-fifth anniversary of that gentleman’s wedding 
day, with a substantial mark of their sympathy and esteem. 
A deputation from the East Indian notabilities left this city 
also on the same day for the Hague to congratulate on the 
auspicious day, and to assure him of the warm feelings of 
gratitude and confidence entertained towards him by all those 
who formerly resided in Netherlands India.

THE ATTEMPTED MASSACRE IN JAPAN. 
DAILY NEWS. 

‘The attack on Her Majesty's ion at Yedo, as presented in the 
detailed accounts we publisheed on the 28th ult., was so extensive in its 
plan, so adequate in its means, and so murderous in its method, that we 
may well wonder that it did not end, according to the intention of its 

romoters, in the utter extermination of the Mission. This attack is the 

t of a series of outrages which have marked the course of our expe- 
rience of Japan under the Treaty. Our Pleni otiary has never once 
deluded himself as to his own security, or that of bis consuls, attachés, and 
secretary. He may be said to have lived under the threat of this assault 
oo tines be went up to Yedo. At nem Aap Rigdon have Boll 
im lots against his life, projects whit never appear to have 
made it thet duty to prevent, but bere rather chosen to press upon bim a 
guard, which would encumber his movements, without ensuring his safety, 
or they have advised him to keep at home, remaining virtually a prisoner. 
‘Murder after murder has been committed upon foreigners, but in no case 
has redress been obtained. So that, in February, 1960, Mr. Alcock 








write :—‘‘ My own conviction is, that if every member of the Mission, 
with myself at the head, were murdered in the streets to-morrow, or in 
‘our own houses, no redress would be afforded, or measures taken to bring 
the offenders to punishment.” ‘Theze reflections were called forth by the 
murder of the linguist attached to our Mission. At first, as merchants, 
officers, sailors, and servants belonging to the nations admitted under 
‘Treaty were murdered, the known dislike and reluctance with which the 
Government of Japan regarded the residence of Foreiga Ministers at 
‘Yedo, and the obstructions they threw in the way of trade, suggested the 
suspicion that their assassination might form part of a plan for driving the 
strangers away in sheer despair. And Mr. Alcock appears to have s0 far 
recognised the possibility of a delusion of this kind as to warn the Japanese 
Government that if the first pioneers of trade and diplomacy were all cut 
off, others would unfailingly appear to take their places. But it was also 
remarked that the murders of foreigners took place always at the time 
when a larger or smaller naval force of the nation to which the persons 
murdered belonged was present. Thus a Russian officer and two sailors 
were assassinated, with a whole squadron under the Russian flag on the 
spot; and the linguist of the Mi when two British ships were in the 
bay. Mr. Alcock notes this fact in one of his despatches, as giving 
colour to a rumour that these murders were the result of political design 
on the part of the Prince of Mito, an intriguing member of the Royal 
family, with pretensions of his own to the succession, and anxious to pro 
voke collision with foreign Powers, in the hope that he may profit by the 
confusion to upset the Government. This suspicion was heightened, 
when in April of last year the very Regent of the Empire was surrounded 
with his retinue by armed men close to his own residence on the great 
highway of the official quarter. The assailants on this occasion were 
proved to be the Prince of Mito’smen. That event was followed by 
great ostentation of concern on the part of the Japanese Government for 
the safety of Mr. Alcock, but still taking the of advice. Our 
Minister, however, has always thrown the responsibility of providing for 
the safety upon the Government, and only recently he formally withdrew 
from the capital—an act by which he reduced the Ministers to the neces- 
sity of entreating his return, and promising him the fullest protection. 
This last atrocious outrage once more brings up the name of the Prince of 
Mito, Nobody doubts that he projected it and supplied the fands, 

bably in connection with some of the members of the oligarchy which 
really governs Japan, The band which attacked the Legation is known 
to have spent the day at a house kept by one of this person's own retainers, 
and to have proceeded thence to their murderous work. We, however, 
have nothing to do with the internal feuds of the nobles of Japan. The 
apparent Government is weak and timid, and the Tycoon and Regent but 
puppets, power being actually exercised by that section or connection of 
the aristocracy which may happen to be in the ascendant for the time. 
These frequent crimes might happen without the privity of the Govera— 
ment, but they could not go unpunished if the criminals bad not all- 
powerful protectors, The attack on the Legation has brought matiers to 

















a crisis, and we must now let no empty words or of authority 
stand between us and a signal reparation.

The case of Japan is peculiarly regrettable. It does not that 
in this instance wel have'been at all cul, unless it was in being there 
atall. There is no reason to believe that our fives have been 


either insolent, encroaching, or uegligent of the prejudices and feelings of 
the natives; and there is reason to know that the usual disorderly and 
reckless behaviour of sailors while on shure has been carefully watched and 
rigorously checked by the British authorities, The error on our part, if 
there be any, was earlier in date, more venial im character, and cannot, we 
fear, now be amended. The Japanese were a peculiar people, with a sin- 
gular but most elaborate civilisation, industrious, comfortable, and con- 
tented, supplying themselves with all they needed by the exercise of an 
almost unmatched ingenuity; assailing no nation, injuring none, asking 
only to have no intercourse with any. For generations, for centuries, the 
strongest characteristic of the people and the most marked desire of the 
Government was to prevent cll commaunication with foreigners, and espe- 
cially all residence of foreigners upon their shores. The feeling was & 
fanatical one—the result mainly of historical antecedents ; but it pervaded 
and determined the whole policy of the country. Fint, the Russians, 
then the American, and finally the British, ‘annoyed at this rigid exclu- 
sion ; deeming perhaps that such isolation from the influences of our 
higher culture could not be good for the Japanese themselves; deeming 
certainly that it shat us out from markets which might reward our enter- 
ise wih wealth, and our luxury with new productions; fancying, per- 
that no nation had a right thus to shut itself up in self-satisfied exolu- 
siveness,—resolved to break through the cordor of inhospitality by which 
these islanders hoped to guard themselves against foreign gold, cca 
manners, foreign mfluences, foreign demoralisation perhaps. Accord- 
ingly Lord Elgin, being in those seas, having time on his bands and a 
force at his disposal, sailed for Japan, entered their harbours, anchosed 
near their capital, was received with a false and assumed cordiality—the 
offtpring of the mingled timidity and cunning which belongs to the 
Asiatic character; and succeeded in obtaining a treaty of commerce, in 
which there was nothing unwarraptable, oppressive, or unjust,—againet 
which, in fact, nothing could be alleged—except that we know the 
Japanese authorities, if left to themselves, would rather have sunk us in 
the ocean than have signed it. As usual with Orientals, they consented 
because they did not venture to refuse, resolved hd wake the treaty a dead 
letter if could, and to discourage subsequently by every means they 
dared ihe Ciccone and residence of Europeans. As usual with Eng- 
lishmen, we have no salerance for these modeinand sod double-faced 
proceedings, and insist uj treaty being ful , and upon our coun- 
trymen beng well treated and Jed, Of course we hare n fll Tegel 
right to do so. Of course, practically, when attacked or wronged, we can 
do nothing else. But it is a painful feature in the matter, and must

‘ RESUSCITATION OF THE RED SEA CABLE. 


Tue telegraphic cable, which has been for nearly three years 
lying at the bottom of the Red Sea, at the cost of more than half 
a million sterling, is now, it appears, to be rescued from its watery 
grave, and be converted into a thing of life. It is proposed by Sir 
MACDONALD SrepHENSON, in a letter to The Times, which will bo 
found in another column, to form a new company, which shall at 

- their own risk restore the cable to a working condition. pro- 
vided they be allowed the privileges bestowed on the present 
company in the event of their efforts succeeding. ‘The reports 
lately made by Sir CHantrs Eriontand Mr. Latimer Cxank, the 
electric enginecrs, who were, as stated in our issue of the 17th 
July last, engaged by Government to furnish a report of the pro- 
bable cost of repairing this cable, are quite favourable to the 
proposed plan, Their opinion bas also been endorsed by Mr. 
Bruwtow, who for some time acted in the capacity of engineer 
to the company, and was present at the first laying of the cable, 
and also at the subsequent repairs. Previous, however, to the 
expression of these opinions Messrs, Gisporws and Forbes, the 
Government engineers, had reported that the cable was only 
injured ina few sections, and, we believe, estimated the outlay 
for effecting the repairs at under £50,000. 

We trust that the friends of Sir MacponaLp SrepHeNson will 
prove staunch support:rs of the speculation ; aud as we cannot 
for a moment expect that Government will offer any objection 
to being relieved of their present unsatisfactory outlay of the 
guaranteed interest on £500,000, we may assume that if the 
usual sureties are furnished by the proposed company, its 
formation may be looked for very speedily. It is imperative 
that the coming cool season in the Red Sea should not be lost ; 
since, if the effort be postponed, it is probable that the cable 

. will have become so buried in the ground that it will not bear 
the force requisite to lift it, and it must also be remembered 
that if the expedition is delayed too long it will be necessary to 
wait till after the monsoon. There can be no doubt thatthis plan 
is the only one by which we can expect to see this most im- 
portant telegraphic communication re-establihed. Tt is utterly 
worthless and idle to propose any scheme for the present com- 
pany, which has lost the confidence of the public, uot by ay 
fault of its own, but by its untoward mischances and the vacil- 
lating conduct of Government. 

Notwithstanding the great interest we have ever felt in this 
undertaking, which has beon proved by the early intelligence 
we have always obtained of the various stages of its progress, 
we shall heartily welcome the establishment of a duplicate line 
by the Euphrates valley, as advocated in our issue of the 
17th of July. It can scarcely be expected that a length of 
line so great as that from Suez to Kurrachee can be at all times 
in working order; and since such stoppages may, as they 
generally do, occur at the very time when unobstructed com- 
munication is the most required, it will be surely worth while 
to have another route opened for telegraphic intercourse with 
the East. When we think of the stake we have in India, and of 
our increasing interests in China and Japan, it is evident that 
no possible effort on our part can be too great to secure a 
speedy communication with those countries, 
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OUR TROUBLES IN JAPAN. 


Norsme can be more serious than the news which has lately 
reached us from Japan. It would be difficult to imagine any 
position more critical than that in which our English mer- 
chants and officials are placed by the attempted massacre at 
Yedo. For that act, which might have resulted in consequences 
the most disastrous, the Government must be held responsible, 
and we must show temperately, yet firmly, that the lives of 
British subjects cannot be lightly endangered, and that the good 
faith of treaties must be preserved inviolate. This is not a 
case in which a Consul can afford to await instructions from 
home. He must act with promptitude and vigour, and the 
ships wo now have in the Japanese waters will enable Mr. 
Atcock to maintain the honour of his country. The show of 
strength does not necessarily involve the exercise of it ; indeed, 
it very often happens that a warlike attitude is sufficient to 
prevent the evils of actual conflict. 

A war with Japan would be a war of the most melancholy 
description. Much misery would be inflicted by it, and no 
honour would be gained. It would be easy to make the 
Japanese dread us, but while proving our prowess we should be 
adding tenfold to the strength of the Conservative party. The 
people generally are at present well disposed to hold intercourse 
with foreigners. They have sense enough to appreciate the 
advantages of commerce, and have no wish to be shut out, as 
heretofore, from communication with the Western World. But 
how would this feeling be, changed if they suffered from the 
attacks of the English soldiery and saw their homes devastated 
aud their companions slain? The justice of such severity they 
would not comprehend, the misery it entailed they would per- 
fectly understand. If our Consul-General can prove in the 
most decisive manner that we are not to be trifled with, and can 
do this without having recourse to arms, he will revive much 
of the confidence which his receut conduct has shaken. Al- 
though the opinion we once entertained of Mr. Avcock has 
been materially changed by his un-English and unjust conduct 
in the case of Mr. Moss, and by his flight from Yedo on the 
murder of Mr. HEUSKEN, we have never for a moment questioned 
his ability. If he fails in the presont momentous crisis, his 
failure will not arise from feebleness of intellect or vacillation of 
purpose, but from a dogged obstinacy of disposition which some- 
times hinders him from acting with wisdom and impartiality. In- 
deed, if we taay credit rumours which have reached us from the 
Far East, it is this very obstinacy which has given rise to the 
recent attack, since we are told that Mr. Avoocx, during his 
late journey, persisted in forcing his way into places from which 
he had been warned to keep aloof, and thereby irritated the 
feelings of the people. 

‘We wish we could believe with the Pairie and with some 
English journalists, that the Government of Japan is entirely 
guiltless in this matter. We cannot, indeed, prove its com» 
plicity, but we know enough of the Japanese to give us the 
strongest grounds for suspicion. The Guards, indeed, acted 
like good men and true, and did all in their power to defend 
the foreigners, but the question still arises whether such defence 
would have been necdful had the outrage uot been encouraged 
or winked at by the Government of the country? It would, in- 
deed, be a plausible excuse, if it were possible to prove that the 
Emperor is powerless to check or to chastise the actions of the 
Princes. There have been many indications that the Govern- 
ment of Japan, like that of some European countries, possesses 
the show of strength, rather than its substance, but there have: 
been none to prove that a criminal act of such magnitude could 
be attempted in that country without the knowledge of its 
rulers. Indecd, all we know of Japan, and of the intricate system 
of espionage in vogue there, tends to the opposite conclusion, 

In private life a man sometimes is unfortunate enough to 
have acquaintances who are continually thrusting themselves 
into his society, and behaving as though they were his dear 
friends. He knows not what todo. To quarrel with them 
would be unpleasant and perhaps impolitic, yet he would be 
heartily glad to send them to Coventry, if it were possible to 
do so without offence. It is possible the Government of Japan 
may be in the same predicament. Again and again we have had 
polite intimations that our presence is not desirable, and the 
very assurances our Officials have received of friendship and 
protection have implied that they would be acting a wiser part 
if they did not rely too strongly upon thera, As a great nation, 
however, we can afford to be magnanimous, and it would be a 
thousand pities if we were to fight the Japanese, by way of 
proving the value of commercial intercourse with them. 
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‘THE REDUCTION OF OUR FORCE AT TIEN-TSIN. 

" Ip we could rely on the good faith of the Chinese—if we 
could believe that with them the signing of a treaty was 
equivalent to keeping it—we should rejoice in the intelligence 
that the greater portion of our troops are about to be with- 
drawn from Tien-tsin, It is not in accordance with our 
practice as Englishmen, or with our political creed, to take ad- 
‘vantage of the weakness of a people with whom we have been 
at war after friendly relations have been opened up between 
us. The troops have done their work, and done it well—our 
diplomatists, too, have done theirs. We have gained a free 
channel for our commerce into the heart of the Celestial Em- 
pire, and we have no just pretext for quartering troops on a soil 
which belongs to a friendly people. On the other hand, it is 
impossible to forget that the Government of China is friendly 
“on compulsion,” that it has no faith in principles which we 
deem of world-wide application, and that, if it can recover 
some of its prestige—so much injured by the Taipings—it 
would not shrink from doing so at our expense. We should 
like to know whether Mr. Bruce is willing to be thus left 
without protection ; and, though we are far from agreeing with 
the Army and Navy Gazette that the Treaty of Peking is “as 
“ much a nullity as was that of Tien-tsin,” we see grave cause 
for apprehension in the diminution of our force at Tien-tsin 
during the present uncertainty of affairs. 


THE MALTA-ALEXANDRIA TELEGRAPH, 
Enoianp is at this moment in telegraphic communication 
with Suez. In another portion of our columns will be found 
an account of the successful issue of this magnificent under- 
taking. So many long submarine lines have been success- 
fully laid, and have afterwards failed, that our announcement 
will probably excite lees interest than it would otherwise cause. 
The present cable, however, is laid under the same conditions 
as exist with respect to the cables that connect England with 
the Continent, and which have for more than ten years main- 
tained their efficiency unimpaired. The Malta-Alexandria cable 
is laid in a depth for the most part not exceeding 100 fathoms. 
The course has, moreover, been selected with especial care ; the 
nature of the sea bottom has been everywhere ascertained be- 
fore depositing the cable upon it, and the position of the cable 
has been fixed by taking cross bearings with the African coast, 
so that when required to be lifted up for repairs, it will be 
found without difficulty. The electrical portion of the cable, 
moreover, we mean the copper wire and gutta-percha covering, 
are proved by the electrical tests to be in the best proportions 
yot adopted. These results have not beon attained without a 
great pecuniary sacrifice. The direct distance between Malta 
and Alexandria is only 860 miles; the course actually taken is 
about 1,250 miles, but along the route selected we shall be en- 
abled with certainty to effect future repairs. The core of the cable 
was designed to work through 1,200 miles ; it will now only be 
required to work through 620 miles, the distance between 
Alexandria and Ben Ghazi, but its excellence in this respect 
enables very low battery power to be used, and thus any faults 
that may exist in it are less likely to be developed, and the core 
will last all the longer. This line has cost about £400,000. 
Between Malta and Tripoli the cable lies for about seventy 
miles in from 100 to 400 fathoms, and this section at present 
tests much the best, the pressure and cool temperature of the 
deeper water being highly favourable for electrical purposes. 
We believe, therefore, that this line will prove as successful as any 
of those between England and the Continent, and, indeed, that it 
will be much less exposed to breakages by anchors. If it succeeds, 
a revolution will be effected in the art of laying long submarine 
cables, and coast lines will come into favour, They cannot, indeed, 
be everywhere adopted, but India, China, and Australia can be 
connected by coast and shallow sea lines with this country. 
About £1,500,000 has been lost in the Atlantic, Mediterranean, 
and Red Sea lines, but a million and a half of money will not 
" have been thrown away, if at length we have proved the prac- 
ticability of submarine telegraphy, and established a meaus of 
communication more wonderful than any ever dreamt of by 
poet or romance writer. No great discovery has ever yet been 
brought to perfection, except with some loss of private fortune 
or public expenditure, but we firmly believe that the dark days 
of submarine telegraphy are over, and the efforts of its 
promoters will, henceforth, be crowned with complete success, 
‘We will only add that in the present instance the line will only 
be fully available when telegraphic communication through 
Italy is more efficiently administered. At present this is ox- 
ccedingly defective. 











THE CHINESE IN A BRITISH COLONY. 

We are giving the Chinese in Australia a strange specimen 
of English fair play. Plodding, patient, and industrious, they 
have come to that colony to gain an honest livelihood, and by 
all accounts are as inoffensive in their habits as they sre suc- 
cessful in their undertakings, At Melbourne the evidence of 
their prosperity is'shown in the many public buildings which 
they have. erected at: their own cost. “Altogether these peace- 
able people seem to have acted os uprightly in the colony 
as any of their Christian neighbours, yet the attempt has 
actually been made to exclude them by mob law. The de- 
mocratic party—in every country the most opposed to true 
liberty of action and thought—has demanded their legal 
exclusion from Australia, but the rioters have not waited to 
test in a lawful manner the success of this insolent de- 
mand, but have attacked the Chinamen with brute violence, 
and set the Government of the country at defiance, For the 
credit of England and of Englishmen all the world over, we 
trust that the Chinese diggers will have justice awarded to them, 
Free trade is the motto which we carry with us to the Antipodes 
and to the Far East, and our course of conduct in China was 
been guided by this enlightened policy ; but if we sanctionfor allow 
an attempt on our own territory, which we should without ques- 
tion resist if JoHN CHINAMAN were the aggressor on his own 
soil, we shall be acting in shameless opposition to our 
own principles. If the Governor has not sufficient 
power to act with vigour in this matter it is time that the 
Home Government should interpose. At any cost we must 
show the Chinese that our practice is not at Variance with our 
principles. 

‘We subjoin the opinions expressed by two of our contem- 
poraries on this subject. The Saturday Review writes :— 


Among the various nationalities that were drawn together from all parts 
of the world to the Australian gold-fields, there arrived a considerable 
number of Chinese from Hong Kong. These people were success= 
ful in their mining, and the reporia they carried home stimulated numbers 
of their countrymen to follow their example. They have not shown them- 
selves bathe than le satene No feral of alee. or violence are 
charg inst them 5 appear to follow the laborious pursuit 
upon ‘which they are engaged with’ more than ordinary en kill. 
[eis alleged against them indeed that they are dirty, and that they are im. 
moral; and every one will feel how such failings must shock the fastidious 
cleanliness and virgin purity of an Australian digger. But they are also 
guilty of another very serious offence ; and that is, that they share withthe 

diggers the profits of the gold-field. Its area is limited, and 

therefore its average yield to each person is clearly curtailed by every 
addition to the number of labourers; and the European feels that his 
scantier profits are due to the presence of the Chinese. Which of thetwo 
offences has made the Chinese to be unsavoury in the nostrils of the 
European diggers is of course & moot poiat in the colony. The demo- 
cratic pay loudly maintain that the digger are actuated solely by a 
jealousy for the seventh commandment, and a high dation of wep. 
and water. The papers on the other side maliciously insinuate that the 
exquisite sensitiveness of their modesty has been marvellously quickened 
by the sight of the promising ‘‘claims” which the Chinese are indus- 
triously digging. Whichever feeling preponderates, it has of late found a 
very practical expression. So unanimous are the miners, either in their 
horror of immorality or their hatred of successful rivals, that in the middle 
of July last, the whole of the diggers working at one of the chief gold- 
fields assembled together and marched upon the Chinese. ‘The wretched 
strangers, even according to the reluctant testimony of the advocates of the 
diggers, “were treated in the most brutal manner,” stripped of every shred 
of property, and driven in a mass, in a state of abject destitution, to a dis- 
tant cattle station. Against this oppression there is no appeal for them. 
‘The utter impotence of the law in the face of any mob, which is the mark 
of all democratic constitutions, has been brought painfully to light. No 
attempt even {o reinstate the Chinese in the possesion of their property, 
of to protect them from further outrage, has been made by the Gorern- 
ment. Probably any such vindication of the law is an impossibility. A 
modest attempt on the part of the authorities to arrest three of the most 
rominent rioters turned the whole mob furiously upon the Government, 

‘he three rioters were released, the authorities decamped, and the mob re- 
main masters of the field. This is bad enough, but it is far from being 
the worst. The class from whom the Burranzong rioters are drawn are 
the rulers of New South Wales, and their lawless excesses are viewed with 
very mild disapprobation by the section of public opinion which gives law 
to the colony, Already it is proposed to give legal effect to the object of 
these outrages, and to complete by a statute what the niggers bave begun. 
with their revolvers. The democratic party have raised a cry for the legal 
exclusion of Chinamea from New South Wales, To that cry it is pro- 
bable that the Prime Minister will not be wholly deaf. It is not, 
therefore, impossible that an English colony may, in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, retort upon the Chinese that policy of exclusion which has made 
them a byword among nations, and has usually been supposed to be the 
peculiar product of ignorance and barbarism. If this policy concerned 
them alone, it need excite among us no stronger feeling than curiosity. If 
it were being carried out at San Francisco or New York, it would merely 
suggest reflections upon the economical results of entrusting political 
mastery to an uneducated class, Assuredly, protection to native industry 
was never carried to such a length in the darkest feudal days. But it con- 
cerns us much more-nearly than ax a matter of simple speculation. 
England has a credit to support, which, ily, it is in the power of 
Australia to impeach. It is, even in a mat point of view, a serious 
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Joss to the netion if she is regarded as an inveterate hypocrite. Yet 
‘what other construction can be put upon our conduct, if we denounce 
‘exclasiveness st Hong Kong and practise it at Sydney - if our armies 
claim free immigration as the common right of all men in China, while 
‘our own Governor in Australia is repudiating it in the case of the Chinese ? 
China happens to be the one country with which we are under 
engagements, implied if not express, with respect to the mutual im- 
migration of the subjects of the two Crowns. It is earnestly to 
be hoped that the Queen will never be advised to consent to any 
measure of the Colonial Parliament which may incur the suspicion of 
sharp practice in this respect. The Emperor of China is not in a condi- 
tion, even if he were inclined, to resent or criticise any measures we may 
take with respect to his emigrant subjects. But unfaithfulness to the 
principles which we have professed in dealing with him will not be the less 

isgraceful because he certainly is not able, and probably does not care, to 

nish it. No regard for the independence of the colonies can justify us 
in tolerating the dishonour of two contradictory foreign policies pursued 
simultaneously on behalf of the same Empire and in the name of the 
same Queen. Whateverthe value of Australian allegiance may be to 
England, it certainly will not repay a slur on her good name. 

The Australian and New Zealand Gaztte says :— 

‘The labours of the Chinese diggers on the gold fields in Victoria appear, 
from the quantity exported by them during the current year, to have been 
attended with less success than previously. To the present date 15,01loz. is 
the amaount of their exports, against 37,000 oz. during the same period of 
1800. The exports of gold by the Chinese were 86,000 oz. in 1860, agai 
85,300 in the previous year, It appears from the following that the 
Celestials by no means deserve the treatment which they have received in 
New South Wales, which, if matters had been reversed at Canton, would 
have probably occasioned a war. Sir John Bowring had less provocation, 
No doubt they are regarded with jealousy, but so are newly-arrived 
Englishmen, thanks to the despotism of trades unions; yet the most 
reliable accounts speak of them as hard working, patient, emigrants, 
despite their not very cleanly habits; but of their aptitude for trade and 
business there can be no doubt, for they live and flourish where the more 
boisterous and wasteful Anglo-Saxon would starve. We are told that the 
Chinese have lately made a handsome contribution to the number of the 
patie buildings of Melbourne. In Little Bourke-street and the alleys 
jeading from it, that peculiar people have made a city for themselves and 
their British-born spauses, whose, numbers (according to the Argus) are 
geal imeressing ; and few tradesmen seem to flourish but those who 

over their doors the mysterious characters which only Chinamen 
understand. In a central position in that street, Kong Meng and Co, 
heve lately erected a court house, where disputes among Chinamen will be 
isposed of after their own manner and according to their own laws; it is 
‘of brick, with a front of white stone, the columns of the one story Ionic 
‘and of the other Composite. ‘The floors are of black and white marble. 
‘There are no fire places, the Chinese having some supenttition on that 
Point; and to obviate another prejudice, the windows are not placed one 
above another, The building was designed at a cost of £1,733.”

Messrs. Dowlzee, Norozee and Co.'s steamer, building at the 
yard of Messrs. Mare, of Blackwall, is quite ready, and will be 
launched on the first favourable state of the tide. The two 
steamers building at the same yard for the Bombay and China 
Tine are also in a forward state. 

Messrs, Tod and MacGregor, of Greenwich, are also building 
‘@ steamer, by order of Mr. Harkort, of Shanghai. 

The Airetoon Apcar will be despatched for Calcutta in the 
Present month, and be employed in the Calcutta and China 
trade. 


DEATH OF THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 

The &. Petersburg Journal of the 8th has the following from 
China :— 

“ Advices from Peking of the 24th of August announce the 
death of the Bogdokan (Emperor). On the morning of that 
day two decrees inserted in the Peking Journal made known his 
last wishes. By the first he appointed his eldest son heir to 
the Celestial Empire; and by the second he adjoined to him a 
council of eight, composed of Zsaiyouan (I-tain-wan), Douan- 
Houa (Tchen-tain-wan), Louohoun, Taintou, Mou-in, Kouan- 
youan, Douhan, and Tsia-you-in. Prince Kung does not figure 
in this list. At two in the afternoon it was announced that 
the Bogdokan had just drawn his last breath, All business 
‘Was suspended for three weeks on account of the event. The 
tranquillity of the capital had not been disturbed, 








THE RED SEA CABLE. 


The following is the letter ‘of Sir Macdonald Stephenson 
alluded to in our leading article :— 

(To the Editor of The Times.) 

Sir,—I request permission to occupy a small portion of your valuable 
space upon a subject of great national interest —the telegraphic communi- 
cation between Great Britain and India, China, and the Australasian 
colonies. 

1 shall not waste the time of your readers by discussing the past proceed- 
ings connected with the telegraph by the Red Sea, further than to state 
that, Her Majesty's Government having given the guarantee, and, after 
doubts of its validity having been raised by the law officers of the Crown, 
having obtained an Act of Parliament to confirm and carry out the original 
intention of the contracting parties, the public confidence has been so 
much shaken as to have materially prejudiced the original undertaking, 
irrespective of the injury inflicted upon it by the failure of so many sec- 
tions of the cable, which might otherwise have been repaired and restored 
without exceeding the capital originally provided. 

‘One result is the indisposition of Het Majesty's. Govemment to proceed 
further with the undertaking as a Government question. 

N is impossible that this country can stand still while France, 
and other countries are extending their telegraphs with all the 
ed they can command. It is not the characteristic of Englishmen to 
ndon what they have once deliberately, and upon conviction, under- 
taken, Diticulties afford no excuse for apathy an. indifference. The com- 
munication is indispensable, and practicable with due and rightly-dizected 
exertions ; and I now write with a view to apprise those of your readers 
who are interested in the subject that a proposal has been submitted to 
Her Majesty's Government by responsible persons, who are prepared to 
undertake the restoration of the cable without either guarantee or pecuni: 
assistance from the Government, and that, assuming that the matter is 
promptly decided, the restoration of telegraphic communication upon the 
eastern division of the line will probably be completed before March next. 

Tt is assumed that so soon as Parliament meets authority will be applied 
for to consolidate the capital of the existing company. ‘The most expe- 
rienced electrical engineers have been consulted, aud reports from Sir 
Charles Bright, Mr. Latimer Clark, and from Mr. Brunton, the late super- 
intendent of the Red Sea Telegraph Company, have been received in con- 
firmation of the grounds upon which a successful issue to the operations 
is expected, 

The results, if successful, are of so great importance that the policy of 
using every exertion to accomplish the object will scarcely be quesioned, 
‘tnd the plans proposed of repairing the eastern division first will allow of 
the experiment being tried with the least cost, while the completion of the 
through communication will afterwards be effected by the use of land lines 
on a great portion of the Egyptian and Abyssinian coast. ‘The possession 
of alternative lines by Asiatic Turkey aud the Red Sea will alone render 
the country independent of all contingencies. 

T hare to apologise for trespassing upon your valuable space; but, bee 
lieving that the subject is one of sufficient public interest to excuse it, I 
have only to add my conviction thet if prompt measures are taken the 
public will within a very few months receive daily telegrams from all parts

SUTTEE IN CHINA. 


We extract the following article from a recent number of 
All the Year Round :— 

“The Indian surtee, or voluntary sacrifice ofa living wife by burning 
on one pyre with the corpse of her husband, is abolished throughout the 
British dominions, and is supposed to be rare in the outlying provinces. 
‘The act of self-immolation was often most determined. Of one widow it 
is said that she not only set at nought all admonitions to relent from her 
purpose, but that she put a finger into the fire and held it there for some 
time asa proof of fortitude ; also, that she took up some of the fire with 
one hand, to place it in the other, where she held it while she sprinkled 
incense on it to fumigate the attendant Brahmins, We have all of 
the custom of suttee, while the existence of a similar practice in China is 
almost unknown in’ England, unknown even to many Englishmen in 
China who have resided there for years. Of such a scene of public self 
immolation by a Chinese widow, I, writing now at Foo-chow-Foo in the 
month of January, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, was a few days ago an 
eye-witness, ‘ : 

“The Chinese suttee, when it occurs, is the self-sacrifice of widows, 
who are also orphans and childiess; who consider themselves 
useless, and, as it were, lost in the world; and who seek death, not only 
‘as a means to show their affection for the deceased husband, but of escape 
from the evils of a very wretched and isolated position. It is commonly 
a suicide of the desperate, put forth as a public and glorious act of devo~ 
tion. Highly praised by Chinese moralists, both ancient and modern, 
many instances of this kind of solemn self-destruction are recorded in 
history and romance, though of late years there has been scant resort to it 
ractice. 

‘The first notification I had of what was about to take place was the 
of a handsome wedding chair about that suburb of the provin= 
cial capital in which our foreign settlement is situated. The chair was 
accompanied by all the pomps and gaieties of a wedding—music, gay 
streamers, and so forth. There was, however, one thing most unusual in 
this procession. ‘The occupant of the chair was exposed to public gaze, 
instead of being, as in weddings is invariably the case, closely screened, 
On making inquiry among our Chinese servants as to what this exiraor- 
dinary departure from established customs might portend, 1 was informed 
that the lady was no bride, but a disconsolate widow, recently bereaved, who 
was determined upon following her husband to the unknown world, where 
she might serve and wait upon him as became his dutiful and loving wife. 
Having accordingly made known her intention to her friends, and having: 
fixed the day for her departure, she was now taking leave of all she knew, 
and parading the streets as a pattera to her sex. ‘I'he object of her death

“ T ascertained the time and place appointed for the closing ceremony, 
and on the morning of Wednesday, the 16th of January, proceeded, ac- 
companied by two friends, toa spot some four fniles distant from Nantze, 
the seat of the foreign settlement and southern suburb of Foo-chow- Foo. 

« Everybody we passed appeared as well acquainted with the object of 
oor journey as we ourselves were. As we approached the scene of action 
we found ourselves in a stream of people, chiefly women and girls, the 
greater part of whom were small footed, and were hobbling along leaning 
‘one against another for support, or assisting their tottering fooisteps by 
means of the shoulders of dutiful sons or brothers. 

“ We arrived only just in time to see the chair of the victim carried 
‘on the ground, and herself ascend the scaffold which had been pre- 
pared for her. The chair was the bridal chair in which she had been 
carried about the streets; and the scaffold consisted of two stages, one 
raised a few feet from the ground, and the other about a foot higher. 
‘The whole was covered with a dark cloth canopy, supported by a frame- 
work of bamboos, within which was set a gallows of one very thick 
cross piece of bamboo. fastened at either end to a strong upright pole. 
From this bamboo, under the canopy, and exactly in the middle of the 
scaffold, hung the fatal rope, covered with a red silk napkin; beneath it 
was set a chair, to enable the devotee to reach the noose. On the lower 
platform, was a table of choice meats and vegetables, at which che was to 
take her last meal in the land of the living. The table was surrounded by the 
woman's friends, dreseed in holiday costumes, and wearing the red cap of 
Chinese officials. In former times it was the custom for two district ma- 
gistrates to be in attendance on all these occasions ; but since the higher 
sutborities were hoaxed, some years ago, by a lady whose courage failed 
her at the last moment, they have refused to be present at such exhibitions, 
and now despatch an inferior officer to superintend the arrangements. 

“The scaffold was raised in the midst of a large expanse of fields, at 
the time lying fallow, and:-was surrounded by a crowd numbering some 
thousands. Benches from which a better view could be had were so much 
im demand, that we were obliged to pay a dollar (four and ninepence) 
Before we could obtain one for myself and another for my companion; 1 
tse the singular number, because we had lost the third member of our 
party in the crowd. 

“The chief actress in this extraordinary scene appeared at first to be 
far less excited than any one in the vast concourse assembled. She was 
dressed in red bridal robes, richly embroidered with coloured silk, and her 
head was adorned with a handsome gilt coronet. Her decidedly plain 
‘ace betrayed not the slightest emotion, and she sat down at the table with 
‘a much apparent good will as if it had been her bridal, rather than her 
funeral, feast. While she was eating we made some inquiries among the 
crowd, and ascertained, in addition to the fact of her being childless, that 
she was twenty-five years of age, and that her only surviving relations 
were a brother in poor circumstances, and his infant child, her nephew. 
‘We were further informed that she had resided im a village which was 
Pointed out to us at a little distance from the spot. 

“ After the lapse of about halfan hour, the poor woman having appa- 
rently satisfied her appetite, rose from her seat, and, still standing on the 
lower platform, addressed the surrounding crowd in a set speech, thanking 
them for their attendance, and explaining why she acted as she did. When 
she had finished speaking, she took from a bowl on the table, several 
handfuls of uncooked rice, which she scattered among the crowd, and 
eager was the scramble to get a few grains as her virtuous blessing. ‘This 
done, she fondled her baby nephew, and bade an affectionate farewell to 
her brother, who stood by her on the scaffold; then, stepping upon the 
upper stage of the platform, she bowed gracefully to the surrounding mul- 
titude, and addressed to them a few last words. "It struck me at this mo- 
ment that she might be under the influence of opium, for her laughing 
countenance and rapid gestures were too highly excited to be natural, 
except under the influence of some such stimulants, It is right to add 
that the gaiety was clearly not assumed. 

“© She was helped to mount the high chair placed under the rope, but 

rope proving to be still beyond her reach, her brother stepped for- 
ward and held her up in his arms, while she with her own passed. 
the fatal noose over her head and adjusted the cruel slip- knot to the back 
ofher neck. The red silk napkin was then placed over her face, and a 
handkerchief fastened to her right hand. At a signal given by herself, her 
brother stepped back and left her ded in mid-air, She then, shaking 
her joined QEinds before ber breast," chin-chinned” the crowd: her ows 
weight causing her to turn round and round, so that persons on all sides re- 
ceived her parting salutations, The spectators had, up to the fatal moment, 
been laughing anc chattering, as if assembled at a village fair, but now 
here was perfect stillness, as every ear was strained and every eye intent. 
In two or three minutes the action of the hands, at first decided and regu 
lar, grew weaker and weaker, and finally ceased altogether ; then followed 
aconvulsive shudder of the tiny feet and all was over. 

“ Te is worthy of note that, although the greater part of those present 
were, as I have said, females, yet the only sense of pity or dread that [ 
saw shown in any way, was on the part of one of three Canton women 
who stood near us, and whose dress and manner showed but too plainly 
the position they held in Foo-Chow. At the moment the victim was left 
to herself on the rope, this girl, unable to endure the sight, crouched on 
the ground, and buried her face in her handkerchief ; while others, hold- 
ing respected stations in society, were tearless and unmoved. 

“ As to the real nature of this dreadful transaction, I cannot help look- 
ing upon it rather as an act of determined suicide than as an instance of 
extraordinary and superstitious devotion. The woman was evidently in a 
Jow station of life, and on the death of her husband was left absolutely 
destitute and unprotected. Her small feet would prevent her from gain- 
ing a living by field labour, or any work of a Iike nature, while her un- 
Prepossessing face left ber no chance of being purchased into the harem 
of any man of wealth, In England, a country abounding with the rich 
‘and generous, and furnished with a poor law, ‘such a desolate condition 
would be bad enough; but in China, where the wounded deer is inva- 
Tiably either driven from the herd, or gored to death, it is far more miser- 
able. The choice lay between abject life as a drudge, and triumphant 
death ne 8 saint—and the woman preferred the latter.” 
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A NARRATIVE OF THE OUTRAGE IN JAPAN. 


The following letter relative to the recent outrage in Japan is 
written by Mr. Wirgman, the special artist of the, s/lustrated 
London News, and addressed to the editor of that journal -— 


 Yokubama, July 11. 

“I thought to have been enabled to send you by this mail some inte: 
resting sketches from the interior of Japan, having cometo this place orer- 
land from Nagasaki, but serious events have occured at Jeddo, and I 
therefore hasten to send you a slight account of what took place. 

“ We had only been in Jeddo two days, fatigued with our month’s trip, 
when, having relired to rest about half-past ten p.m, we were awoke y 
loud and repeated knockings at the front door. Thinking there was afire, 
or some slight disturbance, we at first took no notice of the noise, but in a 
short time the knocking became so loud as to resemble discharges of 
musketry, and the shufiling of feet and rushing about aroused us thoroughly. 
Presently two pistol shots were heard, and Messrs. Oliphant and Morrison. 
appeared deluged with blood. The assassins were in the house, and, 
with the exception of Mr. Morrison, no one of us had firearms ready. 
After a brief pause there was a renewal of the uproar, accompanied by 
smashing of glass and breaking of wood. The assassins were in the next 
apartment, we being in Mr. Alcock’s room. By this time our guns were 
loaded. ‘The yacunins now fell upon the marauders, and a great fight took 
place in the extensive gardens and avenue leading to the river, the watch- 
men striking their two bits of wood in rapid time. The yacunins rushed 
into our apartment with lantems and drawn swords, saying ‘ Nipon 
yacunin ’, to let usknow them. Japanese soldiers with muskets and fixed 
bayonets ‘also entered and went into the garden, where they piled 
arms, Lanterns appeared in all directions, and bonfires were made. 
The garden and park looked like a scene in a play. The fine, 
soldierlike Japanese guard being seen in dim outline grouped in 
different directions, before us a sheet of water reflecting fires, lanterns, 
and men, was a scene never to be forgotten, and even at the moment filled 
me with admiration. There was another alarm, and at the sound of the 
watchman’s rattle the squatting groups jumped up, and we stood to our 
arms. A yacunin and several soldiers rushed in out of breath and spotted 
with blood; another assassin had been caught; five of them were dead, 
and seven severely wounded. We listened anxiously to every sound. We 
could not walk two steps without four or five yacunins following us to pro- 
fect us, Search was made round the house for hidden assassins. Mr. 
Alcock was just going to sit in his easy-chair when a pool of blood in the 
seat was pointed outto him; Mr. Oliptant lay on the floor, with a mosquito 
net over him, faint, and weak from fos of blood; Mr. Morrison’s wound 
was only slight - a cut in the forehead; he stood with his sword in one 
hand and a revolver in the other. So passed the night. Two of the 
gentlemen lived in a little house further up the hill; we were very anxious 
about them, but gratified by seeing them join us safe and sound ; they bad 
not been disturbed. In the morning we went round to see the grounds; 
they were filled with troops, and the wildest-locking watchmen or police. 
men Lever saw, in all kinds of groups, on the grass; whilst here and 
there lay a ghastly mangled human form, one or two with their heads cut 
almost in tho. The yacunins fought like tigers for us, and deserve all 
Praise. Mr. Alcock and M. de Bellecour went -ound to see the wounded. 
yacunins, One had died; the other were cut about, but vemed quite cheer- 

| and gracefully bowed to Mr. Alcock and M. de Bellecour in return 
for his thanks to them. They showed us their wounds and their notched 
swords, a sign that it was no child’s play. One of them had a chain-mail 
fillet cut in two on his head. The shaven-headed doctors were scientifi- 
cally attending them, binding and bathing their wounds, How proudly 
the unwounded walked—in regular swash buckler style, hand on the hil 
of the sword, head erect, and eyes sparkling! All the officers wear knicker- 
bockers on these occasions, Earlyin the morning a courier was despatched 
for the Ringdove, which vessel came up, bringing us a guard of marines 
and Frenchmen. ‘The ministers (Ji ) came at five in the morning, 
but did not get an audience till twelve o'clock at noon, Seven or eigl 
of our yacunins were wounded. ‘Three of the loonins committed suicide 
at Sinagawa next day, and another has been caught since, but nothing 
certain is known asto who sent them. Prince is reported to be 
the man, and the reason for their attacking only the British Legation is 
said to be, not from any dislike to foreigners, bus to involve the present 
Japanese Government in a war with England; for Mito was always trying 
to upset the present rulem, even before foreigners came.” 











Generat Peet on THE LATE War rm Criva.—At the annual 
meeting of the Huntingdonshire Agricultural Society, held on the 15th 
inst., General Peel, in referring to the late war in China, and to the Com 
mander of the British Forces, observed that there never was any war 
which reflected greater credit on every one connected with its manage- 
ment.

The appointment of Sir Hope 
Grant to the command of that army showed that his Royal Highness 
Commander-in Chief had attentively watched the operations of that gallant 
officer in India. and that success—and in such cases success is per the 
least test of merit—which attended those movements. In China Sir Hope 
Grant gave the most complete proof that he possessed that talent 
which he had previously shown in India.

Whitshed, in command of Her Majesty's gunvessel Leven, which vessel 
had been employed in the Surveying Service, who died on the 2lst of 
June last at Simonoseki, Japan, after an illness of two days only.

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THE ARMSTRONG GUN. 


A long article on the defects of the Armstrong gun has appeared in the 
Mechanics’ Magazine. We subjoin the following paragraphs, premising 
that some of the deficiencies alluded to as having been manifest in China 
were pointed out at the time by our correspondent at Tien tin (see 
London and China Telegraph, November 13h, 1860). :—“ On in. 
formation received, we suppose from the departments, the Under-Secre- 
tary of War, Mr. Baring, stated in the House of Commons that our infor- 
mation relative to the failure of the Armstrong gun in China and else- 
where was not founded on facts, and that the despatches to which we al- 
Juded had not been received by the War Department. What will Mr. 
Baring’s successor say now in palliation of his statements? Not only have 
recent events fully demonstrated the rectitude of our statements, but they 
have placed the defects of the Armstrong gun in still more prominent co- 
Tours. After much urging, and at the request of the Admiralty, the War 
Department at last consented that the larger size Armstrong gun should be 
put to something like a severe trial. For this purpose a certain number 
of 40-pounders and 100-pounders were placed on board the and 
Excellent, and other guns were forwarded to Shoeburyness and Woolwich 
marshes for trials of rapid firing. Our readers must understand the signi- 
ficance of the phrase—rapid firing. Heavy artillery, if fired with delibera- 
tion, so that the gun never becomes heated, and every care of skilled arti. 
ficers be taken, is the une condition under which the Armstrong gun has 
been tried. But the effect of rapid Brings thet is, as rapid as the neces. 
sities of actual warfare demand—is very different. In the latter case heat 
is rapidly transmitted to the mass of the gun, the delicate screw arrange- 
ments and breech-pieces (or the ‘ gimerackery,’ as Sir William Armstron; 
termed them at one of the meetings of the Institution of Civil Engineers 
no longer fit the one into the other, and the consequence is that an 
enormous escape of gas takes place invariably before the twentieth 
round, and the gun is rendered hors de combat before the thirtieth shot. 
During the experiments on board the Trusty with Captain Cole’s circular 
shield, no less than nine vent-pieces were destroyed from one gun, and the 

rin, as a matter of coure, was rendered unserviceable until repaired by 
akilful artifcers. Under the direction of the Select Committee the heavy 
‘Armstrong gun has recently been tested by rapid firing, and similar dis 
astrous results were obtained. As many as four vent-pieces were destroyed 
from one gun during 50 rounds; and the time consumed in firing these 
50 rounds, with the assistance of skilled artificers, was something like eight 
hours. Facts like these require little or no comment. We beg to draw 
attention once more to another point of the Armstrong system. We have 
on several occasions alluded to the principle in the construction of the shot 
and shell. We have shown that by a delightfully ingenious arrangement 
every projectile was nothing more or less than a voltaic pile. Mark the 
result! On the arsenal wharf at Woolwich are stored some 40,000 shells. 
‘These are the products of the Elswick and Woolwich establishments. and 
they have never yet left the Woolwich stores. Let any gentleman 
possessing the slightest chymical or mechanical knowledge examine these 
shells, and he will find the lead exfoliating from the iron, demonstrating 
that this description of projectile can neither be kept in store, nor trans 
ported without essential injury, nor used over troops without seriousdanger 
of casualties arisi " as they didin China.” In aleader on this subject, the 
Times say for the last year or two we have been accustomed to 
think that we have the most formidable artillery in the world. If this gun, 
m short, is substantially a failure, not only have we sacrificed a vast amount 
of money, but an important element of our national strength will suddenly 
disappear. considerations, however, only make it the more incum- 
bent upon us to investigate the facts without hesitation or delay. We can- 
not mend the matter by evading the question or postponing the inquiry. 
On the contrary, if we shut our eyes to doubt we shall be worse off than 
ever. By resolutely grappling with the case we shall gain one of two ad- 
vantages. If the gun should be found really effective and valuable in

SMUGGLING ON BOARD THE P. AND 0. CO.'8 STEAMER “ DELTA.” 

A very large seizure of tobacco was made on the 13th inst., on board the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company's steamship Delta, lying in the grav- 
ing-dock, Southampton. The rived on Thursday from Alexandria, 
and the whole of her cargo, &c.. having been disembarked, the versel was 
freed from Custom-house surveillance, and taken into the graving-dock on 
Saturday, to have her bottom cleaned. It appears, however, that infor- 
mation was subsequently given in some quarter which induced one of the 
‘Custom-house officers, named West, to go on board the Delta on the 18th 
instant, anc his visit resulted in the discovery of no less than 206 Ib. 
weight (1} cwt. 101b.) of manufactured tobacco and a box of cigars. The 
contraband goods were stowed away in a hollow iron beam in the engine- 
room, access to which is obtained by a manhole door, and the officer, 
‘West, who borrowed the necessary implement from the Atalanta steamer, 
went direct to the spot, and on unscrewing the iron plates the booty was 
found. The tobacco was all done up in pound parcels. The ship is, of 
course, at present under seizure, and all the engineers have been sus- 
pended by the company. Five of the engineers and three others of the 
crew who had access to the engine-room (including the engineers’ stare- 
Keeper and the leading stoker), were taken into custody, placed on the 14th 
at the bar of the borough police-court, and remanded to await further 
instructions from the Board of Customs. The whole of the men engaged 
in that portion of the ship where the tobacco was secreted are liable, un- 
ess the offender or offenders are discovered, to a penalty of £100 each. 
‘Three of the firemen lately employed in the Delta, but who have been 
non eat for the last day or two, sent in a written letter on the 14th stating 
that the tobacco belonged to them, and that a desire to free their em- 
Ployers from any blame and their comrades from unjust punishment in. 
duced them to volunteer the confession ; but, as they failed to substan- 
‘Wate the truth of their assertion by their personal presence, to incur the 
Penalties of the law, the ‘ confession” is looked upon as a ruse, concocted 
with a view to evade the law, 






FISH AND FISHERIES IN CHINA. 

A gentleman sent to China on an agricultural mission by the French 
Government, M. Eugene Simon, has made a valuable report on the fish 
and fisheries of that country, and has also despatched specimens of several 
kinds which he thinks capable of being bred in Europe.

COMPLETION OF THE MALTA AND ALEXANDRIA CABLE. 

Intelligence has been received of the completion of this im- 
portant undertaking, full particulars of which will be found in 
another column, The whole length of this line is 1,300 miles, 
having intermediate stations at Tripoli and Benghazi. Arrange- 
ments are now nearly completed for working this line, and it 
is expected it will be open to the public by the end of October, 
when communication with India and China will be expedited 
thirteen days. 

‘A new City and Provincial Bank has been proposed on the 
“Jimited Liability” principle, and it is rumoured that Mr. Ro- 
binson, a director, and Mr. Costerton, late manager at Hong 
Kong of the Chartered Bank of India, London, and China, have 
joined the direction. 

The large supply of Mexican dollars by the last packet have 
been sold at 4s. 113d. per ounce, showing a rise of 4d, com- 
pared with the price obtained for the previous supply. In the 
interval, however, higher rates have been current. The bar 
silver has been sold at 603. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of August, and 
the eight months ending with August, show less decline in our 
exports than the wretched state of the American trade would 
lead us to expect. The exports for the mouth of August, and 
for the eight months ending 31st August, are valued as

18,957 A 86,408 85, ..8,077,892.62,575,198 
whence it appears that we are exporting just now rather more 
than at the samb period of 1859, though less than last year,— 
and that even for the whole eight months our exports have 
only fallen off by four millions sterling as compared with 
1859,—or not five per cent. This is really but very trifling, 
considering the enormous loss on our American trade, which is 
reduced by the tariff and political calamities to less than half 
its usual proportions.

It is remarkable that, while the exports have fallen off 
steadily throughout the year, the imports still continue to ex- 
ceed in value those of previous years. Even for the month of 
July (the last for which the imports are valued), the importa 
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exceed those of the same month in preceding years, While 
America is taking so much less than usual of our goods, we 
have been taking much more than usual of her grain, and this 
was even the case as late as the month of July. The enume- 
rated imports, forming about 80 per cent. of the whole imports,

‘The Bank of France has raised its rate of discount from 5} 
per cent., at which it was fixed on the 26th ult., to 6. The 
movement admits of » very simple explanation. France is 
being pressed upon by the same kind of influence from which 
‘wo ourselves suffered so much during the past season—namely, 
a very deficient harvest, and a consequent drain of gold. It is 
a peculiarity of the present occasion, however, that not a little 
of the gold which has left the French Bank has come over to 
this country. Very probably it may become necessary for us 
hereafter to import a good deal of grain to make up for what 
we are now parting with to satisfy the more pressing require- 
ments of France, but, for the time the influx of gold from 
this source has contributed to the plethora of money witnessed 
here. From the same cause the exchanges with France and 
other continertal parts remain firm, notwithstanding the natural 
tendency of capital to flow to the market where it commands, 
relatively, a price so much higher. It is somewhat remarkable 
under these circumstances to observe the unchecked flow of 
gold into the Bank of England, 

On the extreme pressure of money in Paris the Economist 
Bays :— 

z In the opinion of many persons of authority, it indicates that the com- 
mercial crisis which bas been long sn in this country, owing to the 
scarcity of the harvest, the terrible falling off in trade caused by the civil 
war in America, the exaggerated building speculations in Paris, and other 
causes of minor importance—it is considered to indicate, I say, that the 
isis has commenced, and that the belief of those beat able to form a 
judgment on the matter is that it will be extremely serious. Already, 
indeed, are a considerable portion of the silkweavers of Lyons out of 
work, and the municipality has to grant funds for establishing ateliers to 

Prlieve them—a disguised way of giving them charity; whilst the high 
reice of cotton must needs produce a certain degree of stagnation at 
Rouen, Lyons, Mulhouse, and other manufacturing towns.” 

It has been announced that the dividend and bonus of the 
Oriental Bank Corporation for the half-year ended the 30th of 
June last will be 7 per cent., payable, free of Income-tax, on 
the Ist proximo. The meeting of shareholders takes place on 
the 29th inst. 

The directors “of the Oriental Bank have appointed Mr. Pa- 
trick Campbell, late their manager in China, to succeed Mr. 
Riach, deceased, as sub-manager in London, 

It appears that the shipments of cotton from Liverpool to 
the United States amounted during the p st month to 3,703 
bales, of which the whole were American, except 321 bales 
East Indian. The principal portion was conveyed in steatners. 

The mercantile advices from New York are exceedingly 
gloomy, because, although money is easy and the rate of ex- 
change continues supported, the general business depression 
remains unrelieved. A number of commercial houses are gra- 
dually winding up, and every now and then a failure of im- 
portance is announced, though it is really surprising to find 
that they are not much more frequent. Among recent casual- 
ties of this description was that of Messrs. Moore and Co., dry 
goods merchants, a respectable house, with extensive engage- 
ments, but it was hoped that at least a favourable dividend 
would be secured. 

On the Ist inst. the commercial treaty with England became 
a reality, and, as an introduction to it, during the fortnight pre- 
coding it the bullion stock of the Bank of France has been 
drained by one seventh, and the rate of diszount had to be 
raised in consequence, most of the funds have resented the 
measure by a proportionate fall; lastly, come the returns of 
imports and exports iv the Moniteur for the first eight months 
of the current year, showing a considerable increase in importa- 
tion and a falling off in many of the exports. There is, as 
will be seen, matter for raising a cry of distress, and, vo doubt, 
advantage will be taken of so many concurring circumstances to 
make out a case against the new commercial policy of the em- 
pire. It will be made the scapegoat, although it has had ouly 
so far to do with the matter that it mitigated the effect of some 
of the unfavourable circumstances.

MANCHESTER MARKETS. 

There has been a somewhat increased demand for goods suitable for 
India during the last week, at an advance of nearly 3d. per piece on last 
week’s prices. This arises chiefly from the state of the cotton-market, the 
sales at Liverpool yesterday having reached 15,000 bales, at hardening 
prices, and the sales to-day being 12,000 bales. During both days 
good deal was done on speculation, and the same appears to have been 
the case at Manchester, especially in shirtings and in yarns for the Eastern 
markets. There is nothing in the accounts received from those quarters 
to encourage a large sale here, unless it be of a speculative character. 
‘The improvement in the cloth-market extends to shirtings, Madapollams, 
longeloths, and T-cloths. In printing-cloths we do not hear of any change. 
The yam-market has been quite as active as it was last Friday. A large 
sale has been made for India, China, Germany, and the Mediterranean, 
slackburn yarns are rather dearer. The home trade houses have also 
been buying pretty freely. Prices are gd. to 4d. higher than they were 
this day week, and the market closes strong, with a decided tendency
